of a Bilver half dollar, of suitaldo thicknesfl, 
to l>e suspended from the neck underneath 
the cloUiinpr by menna of a tdpe. 

One hundred nnd twenty-fivo Ihouaand 
of Ihoaelngi have been procured from the 
ordnaaco department. Each lag is to be 
stamped with name, rank, company, repi- 
wient, or corps of the wearer, ant* sleel 
dica for stamping the tacs are furnished 
by the ordnance department lo each orKan- 
ization commander. 

An emergency volunteer nriny measure 
wna advocated by President Roosevelt in a 
flpecini mesanjre aent to congress, nnd the 
draft of the bill accompanying the mesjingo 
was introduced in the senate by Mr. 
Cullom. 

The president says the bill is intended to 
replace the present law, which waf. placed 
on the statute books "piecemeal nnd hur- 
riedly, partly on the eve of the wnr with 
Spain and partly after hostilities had act- 
ually commenced." After dechirtng tie 
pre^nt law to be faulty and wholly inad 
equate to a speedy and proper organization 
of a volunteer force the president says the 
bill proposed has the hearty approval of 
the war department. The message snys 
further: 

**It is designed lo nfford Ihe complete 
machinery by which, should wo bo con- 
fronted with a foreign war, the toceculivp 
power could proceed at once to transform 
enthuBiostic patriotic citizens into efficient 
and organized poldiers.". 

Tlie proposed bill ia elastic; under itt 
provisions a force of 2,000.000 men could 
be raised as well as one of fiO,000.

Two Centuries Ago English Children 
Carried Pipes to School. 



At the peril of his own life Albin Seifert 
of Waiikei/an. saved for the glory of Wau- 
kegan hunters the largest deer brought 
down in the Winconsin woodo this year. 

Dragging the deer'w carcas across the ice 
of a lake Seifert struck an air hole, went 
into the cold waters of the lake, deer and 
all, and had it not been for the prompt 
effortB of two companions, one of whom 
was Robert Gicse of Waukegan, might 
have lofit hia life. 

Seifert and Gie^p, accompanied by Lea 
CuMhing. care taknr and guide at Schuyler 
Watrous' resort. Flambeau Lodge, Wis- 
consin, 500 miles from here and manj 
miles from a railroad, had trailed a deer. 
a record smasher for size, all day long. 

Finally Mr, Seifert's unerring aim 
brought down the monster buck, which 
was found later to weigh 220 pounds and 
to tient all records of thu year on any 
hunter's part, It fell to Mr. Seifert to 
take care oE his prize trophy of the season. 
Three and a half miles from camp it was 
necessary to cross a Hnmll lake with the 
buck. Mr. Seifert proceeded across think- 
ing the ice thick enough. He carried the 
carcas. However, on the way across he 
struck an nir hole and went down ker 
plunk, deer and all, into the water, which 
closed above hia head, duo to the weight of 
his burden. When he rose hia head struck 
tho ice and the ice broke, giving him nir 
by the greatest of good liick. 

His two companions, wiih great pres- 
ence of mind, cut down small saplinjia 
which thoy extended to him, and after a 
twenty minute fight in which his hercu- 
lean atrength. endurance, training nnd 
fortitude all had a part, he landed ncrain on 
the ice with the cascaa of the deer still in 
bis grasp and safe. 

How he ever retained his hold on it 
while in the water for nearly half an hour, 
bow he bucked tho ice and still grasped 
the dead deer, how he fought the cold and 
yet retain his hold on it, and how he fi. 
nally brought it clear to Waukegan are 
elements in a remarkable atory. 

Tho buck for wtiich Mr. Seifeat ao nearly 
lost his life came to Waukegan in fine 
shape some days ago and made fine steak.

^ One of the boldest robberies for some 
time was that of Saturday night when rob- 
bers made a wholesale haul of goods from 
the general store of John Umek. Tenth 
street, Waukegan, theestimated loss being 
about $700. 
The goods taken include: 
Fourteen suits of men's clothing. -^ 
Tffo hundred pairs of men's and boys* 
shoes, valued nt from $1 to $5 per pair. 
One dozen umbrellas. 
A number of pairs of .boots. 
And various articles of merchaudi 
eluding gloves and cigars. 

The robbers, for there must have 'been 
more than one. evidently hud a wagon to 
cart away the goods, for they could not 
have taken them otherwiue. 

However, tlie fall of snow covered their 
tracks, and as yet no clue is known as to 
their identity. However, becaune of the 
nature of the goods taken, it is felt that 
the chances of succeas in locating them are 
belter than the average robbers. 

The robbers entered ihe store through 
the window of the front door, which was 
broken to enable Ihem to open the door. 

They evidently passed the goods out 
through these broken windows, for the 
door wos locked Monday morning when 
Mr. Umek went to Ihe place at seven 
o'clock to sweep out. Then ho discovered 
the roKbery and cave the alarm to Wau- 
kegan and North Chicago police. He waa 
in the store up to 9:45 Saturday night. 

The finding of a piece of newppaper with 
blood on it and traces of blood on the 
window-sill, shows that the robbers evi- 
dently cut their hands in getting,into the 
place. The presumption is they started to 
cut the glass out, and that, in shoving in- 
the pane, cut their hamls. The imprint of ; 
blood-stained finpers on the woodwork of 
the room may be the means of helping 
trace the robbers. 

This is the first robbery of years whore 
euHicient goods werr taken to lead to the . 
belief that a wa«on was needed to cart off ' 
the loot, and this fact leadato tho conclu- ' 
sion that tlie thieves live in Waukegan or 
North Chicago, and .unless they remain 
mighty shady, they may be captured, es- 
pecially if they attempt to disposdof tho 
goods.

— President 
Roosevelfa moBoago to congrefis, 
which was read in both houses to-day, 
contained many * Important rocom- 
mendatlons aa to legislation which ho 
considers urgent. 

The financial standing of the coun- 
try, the prealdLont points out, 1b at 
present excellent, hut there Is great 
need that tho currency commission 
proceed at once to remedy existing do- 

lectH. , . 

The president repeats with ompha- 
bIb hiB viewa, hitherto expressed, that 
for ihe good of the country the con- 
trol of ffreat corporations, and oapo- 
dally the railroads, must be placed In 
tho hands of the national government 
The Sherman anti-trust law ho con- 
demns aa posIUvely harmful In Ua-. 
workings, urging aa a Bubstltuto a law 
which shall oxprossly permit comblna- 
Uons which aro in the interest of the 
public, but shall at the same time give 
to some agency In tho national govern- 
ment full power of control and super- 
vtalon over them. 

In tho interests of the wageworkers 
of the country the president urgOB the 
prohibiUon of child labor, diminution 
of women labor, and shortening of 
hours of all mechanical labor. There 
should he, he says, a progressive In- 
herlUnca tax on largo forlunea. 

The matter 'Of taking care of the 
•wageworkers, who. under our present 
Industrial system, become killed, crip- 
pled, or worn out as part of the regu- 
lar Incidents of a given business, is 
gone Into at length, and a system of 
Industrial old-age pensions Indorsed. 

The president rocommends that, be- 
ginning with the supreme court, tho 
salaries of Judges bo doubled. 

Demands for legislation mado by 
certain labor leaders on tho last con- 
gress come In for sharp criticism, be- 
ing described aa unjust and Impracti- 
cal, and opposed to the real Interests 
of the workers. 

The much-dlBcusaed power of Injunc- 
tion the president coneiders a great 
equitahlo remedy, which must on no 
account ho destroyed, though he con- 
siders that safeguards should be erect- 
ed against Its abuse, immediate hear- 
ings of cases, following the Issuance 
of an injunction, he thinks, would do 
much toward disarming criticism of 
the courts. 

Discussing measures necessary tor 
the proper control of giant corpora- 
tions operating in deflance of law. the 
president says: 

"Real damage has been done by the 
manifold and conflicting interpreta- 
tions of the Interstate commerce law. 
Control over tho great corporations do- 
ing Interstate hualness can bo elfec- 
Uto only If It Is vested with full power 
in an administrative department, a 
branch of the federal executive, carry- 
ing out a federal law ; It can 
never bo olfectlvo If a divided respon- 
sibility is left In both the states and 
tho nation; It can never be eftectlvo 
If left in the hands of tho courts to he 
decided by lawsuits." 

Immediate action toward tho preser- 
vation of the existing forests la put 
forward aa a national duty. 

In tho opinion ot the president, ac- 
tion by tho present eesslon of con- 
gress for the improvement of our In- 
land waterways is Imperative. Ho 
rccommondB the creation of a perma- 
nent commission authorized to co- 
ordinate the work of all tho govern- 
ment departmenU reloUng to water- 
ways, and to frame and supervise the 
execution of a comprehensive plan. 

The immediate Institution of postal 
savings banks, recommended In previ- 
ous messagea, is again urged, together 
■with the eatahlishment of a parcel 
post service for the mutual benefit of 
tho farmer and tho country Btoro- 

keeper. ^ " 

Larger grants to the bureau of edu- 
cation is one of the recommendations, 
contained In the message. 

Of our foreign policy the message 
says: "This nation's foreign policy Is 
based on the theory that right must 
be done between nations, preclaely as 
between Indlvlduala, and in our ac- 
tlons for tho last ton years wo have 
In this matter proven our faith by our 
deeds. We have behaved, and are be- 
having, towards other natlona, aa, In 
private life an honorable man would 
behave towards his follows." 

High praise Is accorded all those 
responsible for tho expeditious work 
being done on tho Panama canal, and 
the extension of the ocean mall act 
of 1891 urged, to tho end that Amoi^ 
lean ocean mall lines to the east may 
be established.

It was said to bo the spoils 
left from tho gleanings of the direc- 
tory promoters. Ho was to go to Eu- 
rope, plant the money, and meet 
Reeves and Hartzlg when their terms 
in prison expired, tho police assert 

Burns and his wife, who Is a beau- 
tiful woman, loft Chicago one month 
ago. They went to New Yor*.. They 
were to take a boat from that city to 
Liverpool. , 

On the day that the two were to 
embark for England a message came 
to Burns that a friend, living In 'Thlr- 
ty-flrst street. In Chicago, and whoso 
name tho police of Aurora refuse to 
disclose, was III. He was requested 
to return to Chicago at once. Mrs. 
Bums was left in Now York and her 
husband took a flyer for Chicago. 

Burns arrived at the La Salle street 
station and was hurried to tho homo 
of his III friend. The Chicago police 
had no knowledge of his arrival In 
the city. However, Detective Gibson 
of Aurora was tipped oft as to tJie 
man's presence here, and arrested him 
after a clmse.
